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ROCHESTER GETS TRYOUT OF 
FEDERAL STAMP PLAN FOR 
GIVING FOOD TO THE NEEDY 


In May 16, Rochester, N.Y., became a guinea pig 
for a unique experiment to bridge the gap between 
the man who has food to sell and can’t and the man 
who wants to buy food and can’t. If the experiment 
works in Rochester, all the 4,700,000 U. S. families on 


use part of it to buy a book of orange stamps, redeem- 
able for food at face value in any store. With every 
dollar's worth of orange stamps he buys, he gets free 
50¢-worth of blue stamps. ‘These too are redeemable 
in any store but only for certain foods designated as 
surplus, ‘Thus the relief client gets a bonus, provided 
only that he spend it on foods with which the market 
happens that week to be glutted. 

Sponsor of the food-stamp plan is a New Deal 
called the FSCC. To farmers these initials, 
1g for Federal Surplus Commodities Corpora- 
tion, are well known, For more than three years, 
FSCC has tried to relieve farmers of surplus foods by 
buying them, passing them on to the needy through 
food depots. The scheme worked, but often in hit-or- 
miss fashion, Stores oh competition, Re- 
li mplained that one week they would get all 
potatoes, next week all orange nothing. 

‘The food-stamp plan is designed to distribute the 
surplus foods nt fashion through regular busi- 
ness channels. Instead of getting food direetly, the 
reliefers get stamps from the FSCC and buy the 
surplus food in stores. First beneficiaries were Ro- 
chester’s 9,000 families on relief who had the right 
to buy or not, as they chose, up to $1.50 in orange 
stamps for each member of the family per week, with 
half as many blues free. Orange stamps are good for 
anything in a grocery store (except liquor, tobacco). 
‘The purpose of having them is to keep reliefers from 
buying only surplus foods and getting an unbalanced 
diet. Grocers may use the stamps to pay their bills 
or redeem them at the FSCC. 

If the plan works—and this week cautious offic 
it would take a month to ki 
expand the program, financed by Customs. 
First reaction was favorable. Although low-wage 
carners in private industry felt left out and some 
thought the plan visionary, Rochester's Republican 
municipal regime and its anti-New Deal Publisher 
Frank Gannett approved.

A DICTATOR IN SPITE OF HIMSELF, 
THE VICTOR OF THE SPANISH WAR 
MUST NOW PROVE HIMSELF IN PEACE

ee diately behind Stalin's representative at 
the funeral of King George V on Jan. 28, 193 


paced a dignified buc unobtrusive figure, wear 
ing the simple khaki uniform and scarlec sash of 


a General of the Spanish Army.

14, 1936. By a curious coincidence they read a 
piece about Abraham Lincoln which ran: “His 
heart was wrung with anguish on account of the 
sufferings he was forced to inflict upon his 
brothers of the South in order to insure further 
peace and prosperity to his country. He was too 
great a man co take advantage of his victory; 
after it he tried co make amends for the suffering 
of the people." 

“T have wondered since," Dora Lennard de 
Alonso wrote afterwards, “how those words 
must have struck him chat morning.” 

As likely as not, they made no deep impres- 
sion, For while Franco and his fellow conspir- 
ators expected some hard fighting, they certainly 
did not anticipate a full-dress civil war. There 
was to be a swift military rising, seconded by 
Primo’s Falange and culminating in the estab- 
lishment of a military dictatorship headed by 
the veteran General Sanjurjo. They thought 
they might have to storm Madrid and the Astu- 
rian capital Oviedo but it would all be over in 
ten days at the most. 

They overlooked two factors, the temper of 
the masses who were to fight chem so savagely, 
and the Fleet's loyalty to the Republic. For the 
sailors threw their rebel officers overboard and 
blocked the Straits of Gibraltar for 20 days, 
holding Franco and his Moors and Foreign Le- 
gion in Morocco, Only the timely arrival of 
German and Italian planes saved the day. Mean- 
time what had been planned as a coup d'état had 
become a war. Had Franco forescen nearly three 
years’ fighting—the longest civil war yet to be 
fought with modern weapons—complicated by 
foreign intervention and necessitating his own 
ascent to the lonely heights of dictatorship, he 
would not, perhaps, have stepped so lightheare- 
edly into the airplane waiting for him at Las 
Palmas on July 18. 

Captain ‘C. W. H. Beed, chief pilot of the 
Olley Air Service, who, without knowing what 
all the excitement was about, had been engaged 
by Nationalist agents in London, flew Franco to 
Tetuin. Soon after leaving the ground the 
General changed into mufti and threw his uni- 
form, passpore and all his papers into the sea in 
order to avoid recognition in the event of a 
forced landing on unfriendly territory. The 
gesture was symbolic. Hitherto Franco had 
been a professional army officer, though not 
without interest in politics and a curious dispo- 
sition toward challenging authority. Hence- 
forch he was to be more than a soldier giving 
and carrying out orders within the confines of 
the Army, General Sanjurjo, the prospective 
dictator, was to be killed in an airplane accidene 
almost immediately. Within a year General 
Mola, another candidate for power, was to be 
killed likewise. (Franco has taken the hint and 
now never travels by airplane.) Without having 
sought political office, or even elaborated a 
political program, Franco was to become su- 
preme head of che Spanish State—a dictator, 
with scarcely any of the qualifications necessary 
for exercising a dictatorship. 


The “Little Major” has no crowd appeal 


How shall a dictator be? Were commanding 
presence, showmanship and eloquence indispen- 
sable attributes, one would have to rule out 
Franco's name straightaway from the list of 


European despots. In height he is 5 ft. 334 in. 
tall—a good three inches shorter than Napoleon, 
the “litele corporal.”” They used to call him ‘‘e! 
comandantin" (“the litele major") in Ell Ferrol, 
his home town. Since the beginning of the war, 
enemies have dubbed him “the dwarf of Sala- 
manca.”” The lines of his sallow face and cubby 
body describe that comfortable podginess which 
never suggests, however much it may conceal, 
distinction of mind and spirit. He scems to be 
genuinely modest and unaffected, to dislike all 
posturing and ostentation. And when he de- 
livers a speech, which is seldom, his matter 
is dull and his voice rises and falls with tedious 
regularity and soporific effect upon the dis- 
appointed audience. In short, he seems to have 
neither the talents nor the inclination to put 
himself over to the crowd. 

Bur these are not essential qualifications for 
the offices of dictator. Docs not Stalin rule 
Russia silently and invisibly from the Kremlin? 
Ic is unquestioning will co power and fanatical 
concentration upon certain political ends that 
drive a dictator to his perilous eminence. 
Nothing like this troubled the career of the ur- 
bane career officer who was to become General- 
issimo. But fortuitous though Franco's rise to 
power was, he was by no means innocent of pol- 
itics. In Spain the most effective politics were 
played by and with the Army. Only in 1933 
when the Republic, dedicated to reducing the 
Army's power, seemed there to stay, did Franco 
toy with the idea of resigning his commission 
and entering Parliament for Madrid. Soon after 
this he was writing to Geneva for information, 
not co the League of Nations, but to the Incer- 
national Encente against the Third Internation- 
ale. But he chose to stick by the Army as the 
best instrument for his ambitions. Being a pro- 
fessional soldier, descended from thenaval branch 
of the “Armed Forces of the Nation" he had the 
strong sense of patriotic obligation shared by his 
brother officers in a military caste that identified 
itself with and sometimes mistook itself for the 
nation’s destiny. It was a patriotism grounded in 
great traditions rather than the improvised race 
patriocism of a Hitler. Franco shares the anci- 
Semitism of the other Dictators but he comes by 
that as part of the old Spanish tradition. 


Franco is a family man 


Franco is a simple, ordinary man with the nor- 
mal interests of a military man. He reads litele 
general literature. Though he smokes and drinks 
lightly, he enjoys his food, as his growing paunch 
testifies. He likes the usual measure of sleep. He 
is a devout Roman Catholic. He is a good family 
man, and families take up a lot of time. His wife 
Carmen, of a well-to-do Asturian family, is an 
elegant and handsome woman. Neither she nor 
their 15-year-old daughter, Carmencita, an only 
child, occupy back seats in the public life of 
Nationalise Spain. 

The group of politicians, who are interested 
in maintaining Franco's ascendancy because he 
lets them do his thinking for him and because 
there is no one to take his place, have tried 
without much success to invest the Caudillo 
(Fuhrer, Duce, Leader) with appropriate aura 
and legend. But a dictator who has no lust for 
power, no fads and frenzies, and who is ob- 
viously a well-balanced man, does little to help 
che propagandists. They bave had to fall back 
upon the romantic figure of the late Jos¢ Antonio 
Primo de Rivera, who gave Franco his political 
program. 

Franco's personality is so colorless that there 
are very few stories current about him, and most

For 47 years Charley's Aunt has been the ideal play for amateur actors. Writ- 
ten in 1892 by Brandon Thomas, an Englishman, it ran four years in London, is 

revived there every Christmas, has made its author over $1,000,000. Its suc- 
cess is due not to funny lines, but to funny situations. Its story of a rambune- 
tious young man dressed up as a dear old Indy is actor-proof. 

Trend today in high-school dramaties is towards sophisticated Broadway 
drama. Barrett H. Clark of the Dramatists Play Service reports that since Feb- 
ruary over 300 high schools have applied for permission to produce You Can't 
Take it With You, Pulitzer Prize comedy.

Franco remained in his 
seat, shyly expecting to be recognized and cheered. A soldier behind 
bent down and whispered in his car: "I'm just as much a Red as you 
are, old man, buc take my tip and get up and salute the bastard. 

Yer although he is not cut our by nature for the imposing pare 
which Spanish Fascists would like him to play, Franco has two in- 
dispurable qualifications for the wartime job he has had to perform 
up to date. He is a competent professional soldier, and he has cx 
traordinary steady nerves. The military experience which has enabled 
him to feel at ease, particularly in the early stages of open fighting, 
was acquired mainly during 14 years’ service in Morocco, the con 
ventional school of the Spanish officer. He nearly missed this educa- 
tion. For as the Franco family had been connected for generations 
with the Navy, it was originally intended that Francisco should 
carry on the tradition. Just as he was preparing for the entrance 
examination for the Naval Academy, the Government, forced co 
economize, announced that no more naval cadets could be received 
So, in 1907, Franco, ‘‘a slender youth of delicate features and large, 
shining eyes,”’ entered the Military Academy in the Toledo Alcazar 
and passed out as a second licutenant three years later. Perhaps it 
was affectionate memory of his happy nonage in the Alcazar that 
prompted him to divert troops to relieve the garrison besieged there 
in September 1936. Madrid would have certainly fallen then had 
these troops, under the immediate command of the hard-fighting 
Yagiie, pushed on to the capital to join the forces of Mola. When 
they finally got to the gates of Madrid they found them barred by 
a new morale, the International Brigades and by Russian tanks and 
planes which arrived in the last week of October. 

Franco obtained in Morocco the adventure and opportunity for 
promotion for which every young soldier is ambitious. He was ap- 
pointed ro the new force of Moorish gendarmerie which were kept so 
busy by the Riffs that in the course of three years only seven of 
their 42 officers had not been wounded. Twenty-two-year-old 
Captain Franco was one of the lucky ones, While on a parapet one 
day, he took up a thermos flask containing coffee. A bullet tore the 
cork from between his fingers. But the imperturbable captain, it is 
related, did not bat an eyelid. He drank the coffee and, turning 
towards the enemy camp, toasted them better luck next time. 

Next year they did have better luck. A Riffian bullet lodged in Fran- 
co’s stomach and nearly ended his life. He slowly recovered, was 
awarded the Cross of Maria Christina and was soon promoted major 
—at 23 the youngest major in the Spanish Army.

Eleven 
thousand Spanish conscripts had been massacred at Annual and ic 
was Franco who, when General Millén Astray fell wounded, direct 
ed the brilliane counterattacks that drove the Riffs of Abd-cl- 
Krim back into their hills from the very gates of Mililla. 

Then followed two years of successes, and on June 3, 1923 the 
youngest major became, at 30, the youngest licutenant-colonel and 
commander of the Legion as well. “There is none who surpasses 
him,” said King Alfonso. “Ie has to be Franco.” 

His legend grew and the day came, in 1924, when he was able to 
defy the will of the Dictator himself. General Primo de Rivera 
wanted, as a precautionary measure, to withdraw from certain ex- 
posed positions in the Riff. Franco drew up the Legion in parade 
before him and said “No! The Legion never retreats.”’ The Dictator 
paled but swallowed it. At 32, Franco—Franquito” to the Legion- 
naires—became a general, with new decorations from his King and 
the red ribbon of the French Legion of Honor. 

There had been little mental stimulus in chose 14 years in Morocco. 
He hardly knew of, much less understood, the stirrings for reform in 
the breasts of his civilian contemporaries. But he was the leading 
strategist in colonial warfare and colonial warfare was then, with 
internal politics, the Spanish Army's only preoccupation. So he was 
charged with setting up the new General Military Academy in 
Zaragoza in 1928. His friend Alfonso who admired him so much 
that he had been, by proxy, best man at his wedding, in person 
presented the Academy with its red-and-gold banner. 

The “slender youth of delicate features’ grew into a comfortable 
armchair figure. His chief worry was that some one might confuse 
him with his rapscallion brother, the aviator Ram6n, who was then 
deep in Republican plottings. The French War Minister Maginot, 
builder of the Line, called and gave him a wider red ribbon. In 
November 1930, he was invited, the youngest general in Europe, to 
Versailles to study under Marshal Pétain at an advanced course in 
higher strategy for brigadier generals and colonels. His old professor, 
Pétain, was to be tactfully appointed the first French Ambassador 
to Nationalist Spain. 

In 1931, Spain woke up one morning to find herself a Republic. 
Within a few months the Academy was closed. General Franco was 
heartbroken, “Discipline,” he told the young men whose carcers were 
shattered, ‘shows its true worth when the mind advises otherwise.”” 
And Azaiia, who liked this young general who seemed so unlike the 
old ones, scolded him but gave him a nice post in the Balearic Islands 
to supervise their fortification. 

It was from the Balearics that a Right government, sorely beset 
by a Republican and Socialist rising, called him in October 1934. 
‘And ic was he who suggested that they send for his Moors and his 
Legionnaires who put down the rebellion in Asturias. 

The rebellion scotched, he. soon became Chief of Staff. But his 
careet was cut short by the advent to power of the Popular Front in 
1936. His proposal for a coup d'état was refused and, packed off to 
the Canary Islands which the Popular Fronters in Madrid seemed to 
think safely distant, he impatiently collaborated when he could in 
the plans for the rebellion.

Planning his campaigns 


Franco has conducted efficiently, if unimaginatively, the long 
civil war that has just ended. Many German and Italian officers in 
Spain, and even some of his own generals, notably the headstrong 
Yagiic, have at times complained impatiently that, had the General- 
issimo shown more initiative, the war would have been finished 
months before. It was jestingly rumored that the delay at head- 
quarters was caused by lack of German and Italian interpreters. Bue 
his enemies believe he was an abler soldier chan his foreign advisers 
and would have done better without them. The preparations have 
been so slow and thorough that there have been few surprises for 
the enemy. Throughout the long war noone has seriously challenged 
Franco's claim to the position of Generalissimo.. His advance from 
the South on Madrid in the first days of the war with only 18,000 
men through hostile country is already rated one of the great exploits 
in Spain's romantic military history. 

Franco now has to turn his unpracticed hand to the prodigious 
work of reconstruction and reconciliation. It is a job that would 
appall a less phlegmatic man. With Spain's great gold reserve gone, 
he has to rebuild hundreds of wrecked towns and villages, pension 
thousands of maimed, revive industry and trade, get along with the 
Germans and last but not least, persuade a million soldiers and mil- 
lions of bereaved families that the ghastly war has been worthwhile 
—even the bombings and destruction of what were Loyalist towns, 
something his own people are only now discovering at first hand to 
be true. Does the unimaginative soldier know how to set about all 
this and, if he does, will he be able co execute his plans? 

When Franco and his fellow conspirators unwictingly plunged Spain 
into civil war, they had not elaborated a popular long-term political 
program of their own. Ir is not even clear that they were thinking 
of the ultimate restoration of the monarchy, with its traditional ad- 
vantages to the Army. What they wanted was just another Primo 
de Rivera dictatorship. When the coup failed and the country settled 
down to suffer its long internal agony, Franco was compelled to ex- 
tend his appeal to the working and lower-middle classes. Conscrip- 
tion had to be accompanied by fair promises to the conscripts. Thus 
it was that the Spanish Fascists, che blue-shirted Falangistas, who 
are recruited largely from the lower-middle class, came to have a say 
in Nationalist policy and soon presented Franco with a political pro- 
gram, which, for want of a better one of his own, he has accepted 
as the official program of post-war Spain.

rassingly enthusiastic and anti-clerical Falangistas were united in one 
organization with the much older, more soldierly, monarchical and 
devoutly Catholic Requetés. But the Falange, with its great nu- 
merical strength, more popular program and up-to-date political 
methods copied from Germany and Italy, has steadily obtained the 
ascendancy, 

The currents of internal political rivalry might have already 
swept Franco from power had it not been for the counsel of the 
Generalissimo’s astute brother-in-law, Serrano Sufier. Cuitado is the 
Spanish for brother-in-law and Serrano Suiter is nicknamed the 
Cuitadissimo. Well he deserves the acknowledgment. This silver- 
haired, delicately fashioned, overworked little man in the late 
thirties is the Generalissimo’s indispensable adviser on all non- 
military affairs. He is Minister for the Interior and, as such, has 
thought fit to oversee the departments for propaganda and public 
security. It is convenient to a diceator that an accommodating 
brother-in-law should wield so much authority. Sufier was not a 
Falangista before the war, although he was a close friend of Primo de 
Rivera. Bue this shrewd politician read the signs of the times and 
recognized in the Falange and its authoritative program the only 
possible means of establishing a peace of the Right, He has per- 
suaded his brother to see eye to eye with him. With Franco at its 
head, “responsible before God and before history,"’ the Falange has 
become “the Party” in Spain just as the Nazi Party and the Fascist 
Party have each become "the Party’ in Germany and Italy. With 
one singular difference; the head of ‘the Party"’ in Spain is not its 
founder, 

The 26-poine program of the Falange, which envisages a National 
Syndicalise State closely resembling in all essential features the Nazi 
and Fascist prototypes, is already being partially fulfilled in Spanish 
legislation. Franco's Spain is to be a totalitarian country in which 
freedom of speech and assembly and popular suffrage are denied. 
Fair promises have been made to the workers both in the program 
and in the Labor Charter. Ie remains to be seen whether they will 
be generously carried out. Franco has made a bad beginning at 
achieving national reconciliation by appending his signature to the 
mean-spirited ‘law of political responsibilities," which empowers 
packed tribunals to exile, dispossess and imprison thousands upon 
thousands of the Spaniards who opposed the Nationalist cause back 
as far as 1934. If the law is applied indiscriminately in full force, 
Franco will antagonize half the population. Buc it is too early co 
pass judgment and it has been wisely said that predictions about 
Spain are invariably proved wrong. For that reason one hesitates to 
speculate on anything so important as the return of the Bourbons. 
Alfonso is waiting. So is his son Juan. Their chances are in direct 
proportion to Franco's difficulties. If he cannot surmount his diffi- 
culties alone, he may have to bring back the Monarchy as a better 
symbol of national unity. The Falange will oppose a Bourbon’s 
return. Then it will be possible to see which is the stronger, the will 
of the Generalissimo or the powerful Fascist movement which grew 
up unwanted beneath him. Franco has taken the oath of loyalty 
three times, once to King, once to Republic, once to himself. He 
could take it again.
